Extraordinary Session of 
Board * in Washington 
Believed With Intent To 
Curb Speculators.

Washington, March 22,—(United 

News.)—Possibility of a raise in fed- 
eral reserve’ re-discount rates. was 
seen tonight at the end of another 
skirmish in the federal reserve board's 
attempt to curb the speculative fever 
of Wall Street. 

The skirmish today was in the form 
of an extraordinary session of the 
reserve board, with Secretary of 
Treasury Mellon and Governor George 
L. Harrison, of the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, present to discuss 
the situation. The meeting was called 
after several warnings had failed. 

There were indications that unless 
Wall Street calls off the speculative 
rampage, a titanic battle may result, 
the first real encounter since the re- 
serve system was established in the 
Wilson administration, to clip the 
wings of Wall Street. The meeting 
today appeared to have its effect in 


searing the speculators, for both New 
York and Chicago markets reacted. 


None of the 12 federal reserve 
board members would discuss the meet- 
ing. It was regarded as partly a 
psychological move, but with a can- 
vass of possible steps, including hik- 
ing up of re-discount rates. This may 
follow if the psychological effect of 
the meeting today does not prove 
sufficient. The board may issue an- 
other statement on the general situa- 
tion shortly. 

Loans Highest Ever. 

The extraordinary session today 
with Mellon and Harrison was 
prompted by the revelation yesterday 
that loans to brokers for the past 
week had reached a ‘hew all-time peak 
of $5,793,000,000, despite the reserve 
board’s restrictive policy: and its re- 


peated warnings. This new record was 
$126,000,000 higher than the previous 
high mark, 

| ‘The board’s two and a half-hour 
| meeting in the morning was followed 
in the afternoon bv a two-hour round 
of conferences between Governor Roy 
| A. Young, of the board: Harrison. 
and individual members of the board. 
, The board meets almost every Friday, 
but the presence of Mellon and Har- 
| rison, and the activity during the aft- 


/ernoon pointed to the significant bear- 
ing of this meeting on the speculative 
situation, Mellon rarely. attends the 
meetings. 

The first warning of the board on

MAZATLAN ATTACK 
BY REBELS FAILS 


Pacific Coast Port City 
WithstandsFirstCharge. 
Six Navy Officers Held 
for Trial. 


Mexico City, March 22.—(@)— 
Federal authorities tonight expressed 
themselves as satisfied with the sit- 
uation at both Mazatlan, on the west 
coast and near Torreon, in the north- 
ern arena. Reports from Mazatlan 
were that the entrenched federal de 
fenders had repulsed the first drive 
of the insurgents, made early this 


morning. 

While pushing its military opera- 
tions against the rebels still in the 
field, the government carried on its 
investigation of those responsible for 
the short-lived movement in Vera 
Cruz. 

Six high ranking naval officers 
were imprisoned here to await a 
court-martial investigation of their 
possible connection with the revolt. 
The fleet had remained in Vera Cruz 
harbor for several days after the city 
had been seized by rebel General 
Jesus M. Aguirré. 

(Jeneral Aguirre and his chief as- 
sociates. already have paid with their 
lives for the revolt. If the charges 
against the naval officers aré sub- 
stantiated they face a similar fate. 

Generhl Plutarco Elias Calles con- 
tinued today the preparation of his 
great army at Torreon for a north- 
ward advance into Chihuahua. At 
national headquarters here it was an- 
nounced that the federal troops would 
find support from many of the resi- 
dents of the border state. Workmen 
in the vicinity of Parral, Chihvahua, 
were said to have organized volunteer 
armed forees to cooperate with the 
federal army and grarians in other 
sections of Chihuahua were declared 
to have refused to support Governor 
Caraveo, who joined the rebel move- 
ment, 


REBELS ADMIT PORT 
CITY UNCAPTURED. 


Nogales, Sonora, March 22.—()— | 


Direct communication with Mazatlan, 
Sinaloa, was lacking today, but offi- 
cial revolutionary statements issued 
here declared that the siege of the 
seaport city on Mexicos west coast 
was continuing. At the same time 
the revolt leaders said the proposed 
attack on Naco, Sonora, federal 
stronghold just across the American 
line from Naco, Arizona, might not 
oceur for several days. 

General Francisco Borquez, in com- 
mand of revolutionary headquarters, 
was author of the announcements. He 
said General Francisco Manzo and 
General Ramon F. Iturbe, command- 
ing the rebel columns in Sinaloa, had 
bottled up the federal forces of Gen- 
eral Jaime Carrillo at Mazatlan. 

“In case the federals at Mazat- 
lan do not surrender,” said General 
Borquez, “it is possible that the rebel 
forces will be divided. One wing 
will be left to keep General Carrillo 
bottled up and the other will detour 
around the city and head for Tepie, 
Nayarit, the capital of the state south 
of Sinaloa.” 

Capture of a small detachment of 
federal troops north of Mazatlan was 
reported by General Borquez. He an- 
nounced that General Fausto Topete, 
commanding forces surrounding Naco, 
had oecupied Cananea and Del Rio 
within 30 miles of Naco. 


MOVE ON CALLES 
NEAR TORREON.

This 
territory, invested entirely by rebel 
soldiers, appears to be favorable to 
the revolutionary movement, a eorre- 
spondent observed today, but an ob- 
stacle in the path of rebel success 
seemed to be a possible shortage of 
arms and ammunition. 


In Story for Constitution 
Gil Says Leaders Seek 
Only Personal Power 
and Wealth.

Chapultepec Palace, Mexico City, 
March 22.—Not even the rebels them- 
selves know for certain the causes 
which inspired their movement in my 
country. 

It is already well known that the 
rebellion was headed, in Sonora, by 
Generals Manso and Topete; in Vera 
Cruz by General Aguirre; in Chihua- 
hua by General Caraveo, governor of 
the state, and in the Laguna region 
by General Escobar. 

Reading statements by, these lead- 
ers it is found that substantially they 
fail to agree among themselves. 

The basic document of the uprising, 
the so-called “plan of Hermosillo,” 
sugscribed to by the generals who re- 
volted in Sonora, alleges that the 
cause of the rebellion was a supposed 
presidential imposition. 

Candidates Untrammeled. 

But it should be remarked that the 
electoral campaign was just beginning 
to he developed, and that even the 
candidates opposing the government, 


Jose Vascontélos, an attorney, and 
General Antonio I. Villarreal, had 
been making declarations that they 
were backed with sufficient guaran- 
tees for their propaganda, and that 


not only themselves but their follow- 
ers as well, were freely exercising 
their civic rights without the slightest 
annoyance from the officials of the 
federal government. 

Even after the rebellious movement 
started March 3, Mr. Vasconcelos is- 
sued a statement in which he and the 
members of the commission directing 
his campaign condemned the rebellion, 
and asserted that up to that moment 
the government of the republic had 
not given any motive whatever for 
civil war. 

No program of social or political 
principles was embodied in the deela- 
rations by the rebellious chieftains 
when they began their armed upris- 
ing. They plainly and frankly inti- 
mate that their movement aims to 
gain the power. 

The soldiers commanded by the 
aforementioned generals were distrib- 
uted as follows: General Manso, 5,-

Later, in Naco, Sonora, General

protested against the rebellion and re 
iterated his loyalty to the government. 

In Juarez the small garrison tore 
itself from General Caraveo and cour- 
ageously defended the town March & 
and 9, when General Matias Ramos 
assumed the military command in the 
state of Chihuahua. 

Causes of Uprisings. 

Fundamentally I can synthesize the 
causes of the revolt as follows: 

The aforementioned chiefs, who for 
several years had given their services 
to the revolutionary movement of 
Mexico, because of their unbounded 
ambition had reached such a degree of 
corruption that respect for the insti- 
tutions and obedience to law meant 
nothing to them when their lust for 
gain and their business were at stake. 

It can thus be explained how Manzo 
and Topete in Sonora, Escobar in Coa- 
huila, Aguirre in Vera Cruz. and 
Caraveo in Chihuahua, were able to 
establish feudal cliques and amass 
enormous fortunes.

Reports relayed here from coast 
guard radio stations at Pascagoula 
and Biloxi, Miss., stated that, acting 
under orders to capture the Imalone, 
the cutter Walcott, under command 
of Warrant Officer Frank Paul, en- 
countered the schooner yesterday off 
Trinity Shoals, approximately 200 
miles southeast of Marsh island. 

The master of the schooner failed to 
heed an order to prepare for boarding 


and fled a course that would have 
taken him to Puertog Mexico. ‘The 
Walcott placed one large shell in the 
schooner’s rigging but was unable te 
overtake her due to intervening shoal 
water.

men in the work had most of the real- 
ly valuable ideas. 

“T know this is a fine organization, 
with many fine men in its service, 
and that the first step for me is to 
learn about it. That will take some 
time.” 

The new secretary is past 60 years 
of age, but fails to show it. Though 
an engineer, and widely heralded as 
an old associate of President Hoover 
before going into office, he actually 
met the president first some 14 
months ago.

1PERMIT ISISSUED, 
FOR SEARS-ROEBUCK 
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Quotas of Immigration 
Put Into Effect July 1 


Congress Only Can Pre- 
vent Changes in Sizes of 
Quotas—Mitchell Cause 


of Move. 


Washington, March 99 —(/P)—-Pres- 
ident Hoover, acting on a maling of 
Attorney- AJeneral Mitchell but much 
against his own will, today issued & 
proclamation bringing into force on 
July 1 the much-controverted national 
origin quotas of the restrictive immi- 
gration act. 

Only congress can prevent radical 
changes in the sizes of the quotas from 
most of the principal European coun- 
tries, but there 
effort will be made at the special ses- 
sion beginning on April 15 and that 
the full influence of the 
tion will be put behind it. 

Searcely had the president's an- 
meuncement of the proclamation been 
made before Representative Tilson, of 
Connecticut, the republican leader in 
the house, issued a formal statement 
expressing confidence that if the sen- 
ate adopted a resolution repealing or 
further postponing the effective date 
of the national origins provision it 
would “receive favorable attention” 
by the house before July 1. 

' Most of the senate leaders are ab- 
sent from Washington, but there is 
little doubt that a new resolution at 
least postponing the effective date will 
he introduced by Senator Nye, repub- 
lican, North Dakota, or some the 
other republicans opposed to the na- 
tional origins provision, and pressed 
for action while the house is getting 
the tariff revision measure ready for 
senate consideration. 

Failed to Approve. 

After adoption by the house of 
such a resolution last session, the sen- 
ate failed to approve the measure as 
opponents staged a filibuster which 
prevented its consideration during 
the closing hours, with their leader. 
Senator Reed, republican, Pennsylva- 
nia, holding the floor much of the 
time, 

President Hoover announced the is- 
suing of the proclamation at his reg- 
ular Friday press couference. 

During his campaign for the presi- 
dency, Mr. Hoover several times de- 
elared for the principle of the 1890 
census as the basis for immigration 
quotas, the basis now being used. He 
also stated that he was opposed to 
any increase in present quotas except 
such as might be made necessary to 
bring about the reungon of families. 

In his proclamation the chief ex- 
ecutive said the quotas established by 
it were available only for persons who 
were eligible to citizenship in the 
United States and admissable under 
the immigration laws. He added the 
immigration quotas assigned to the 
various countries “are not to be re- 
garded as having any political signifi- 
cance whatever, or as involving rec- 
ognition of new governments, or of

M. Trnyansky, 
already the author (praised by the 
critics) of a volume of poems and 
a volume of symbolic stories, wrote 
a series of travel sketches, reminis- 
cent of a tour in France and Italy. 
These sketches he published in two 
leading monthlies, the “Serbian Lit- 
erary Herald” of Belgrade and the 
“New Europe’ of Zagreb. Imagin- 
ing that. the publication of his 
sketches in these two magazines 
stamped them as_ satisfactory (the 
Literary Herald” is a sort of arbiter 
of academic taste), M. Trnyansky 
submitted them for admission to the 
literary association’s list of publica- 
tions, but they were rejected. Fear- 
ing that their rejection might have 
an adverse eifect on his career, he 
then asked the association in an open 
letter to the Belgrade “Vreme,” if it 
was prepared to publish the reader's 
report on which the rejection was 
based. The reader, M. Marco Tsar, 
a Dalmatian writer of a former gen- 
eration, and a sworn enemy .of les 
jeuges, took up the challenge and 
published his report. This report not 
only accused M,. Trnyansky of er- 
rors of fact and sins against good 
taste, but lavished on M. Trnyan- 
sky epithets which have given him 
reason to sue M. Tsar and accused 
him of having compared a mountain 
to a gigantic cauliflower.

! BILL BEING DRAFTED TO RE- 


ORGANIZE FEDERAL 
DEPARTMENTS. 
BY WILLIAM WILLIAMSON, J2., 
Congressman From South Dakota. 
(William Williamson, Jr., was born 
in Mahaska county, lowa, October 7, 
S75. He is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of South Dakota. Wirth his 
brother he founded two weekly news- 
papers in 1903 and 1904 and a hard- 
ware company in 1906. From 1904 to 
1011 he was state's attorney in South 
Dakota, then circuit judge of ihe elev- 
enth judicial district sntil 21. ~He 
was a delegate to the republican na- 
tionai convention in 1912.

I personally think that the prohi- 
bition service ought to be transterred 
to the department of justice. 

The department of justice is charg- 
ed with the enforcement of law and If 
do not think—-speaking for. myself 
alone and not for the committee— 
that. prohibition enforcement should 
be treated any differently than any 
other enforcement of law. 

If there is to be early reorgani- 
zation of the executive departments

Judge Robert W. Winston, of North 
Carolina, author of “Andrew Johnson, 
Plebian and Patriot,” addressing the 
southern book exposition yesterday, 
suggested that Emil Ludwig, of Ger- 
many; Andrew Maurios, of France, 
jand Lytton Strachey, of England, 
were perhaps the crack modern bio- 
graphers, labelling them as psychoan- 
alysts. He then pointed out the dif- 
ference between modern and ancient 
biography. 

“The modern biography is a novel 
with a definite pattern and a dramatic 
climax,” he said. ‘The actors have 
length, breadth and depth and are hu- 
man beings. Destiny guides the craft 
and fate casts its ugly shadow. The 
styleof the modern biegraphy is 
conscious brilliancy, each sentence 
must scintillate, each word be deftly 
chosen, the picture one of unity, co- 
herence and sustained interest. 

“How sharp .the contrast to the 
classical biography of 50 years ago, 
a mere narration of events, set down 
in order, stilted and devoid of inter- 
pretative value or of psychological 
instincts—the characters having length 
and breadth, but.no depth. 

“Answer me these three questions,” 
continued the speaker. “Can a biogr2- 
pher be impartial? What material 
should be omitted? What is the 
test of a good biography? 

Discusses Author's Bias. 

“On the first head is any biogra- 
phy worthy to live unless its author is 
impartial? Perhaps the most cele- 
brated American biography is Frank- 
lin’s life by himself—a work of rare 
frankness and liberality. Gibbons’ 
life is in the same class and so are 
Lockhart’s Scott, Trevelyan’s Macau- 
lay, and Carlyle’s Sterling. 

“Much may be said in favor of 
the view that an author should be 
biased and unable to discover a fault. 
Thus myths and supermen are creat- 
el. Indeed, it may be claimed that 
the greatest English biography, Bos- 
well’s Johnson, is a one-sided and 
fulsome affair, but this work is in a 
class by itself. It is the words of a 
master of style transferred to paper 
—just as they fell from the great 
doctor's lips. But for Dr. Johnson's 
style, his rare wit, the coin of his 
unique mental mint, Boswell’s John- 
son would fall into a class with Par- 
son Weems’ Washington. 

“When the reader discovers that 
a biography is but a lawyer's brief, 
a mere effort to whitewash, he is jus- 
tified in dropping the book on the 
spot. Hence, a biography written 
by one akin to the subject or select- 
ed by the family. or under pecuniary 
or social. constraint is worthlexs. 
‘Paint me as 1 am,’ said rough old 
Cromwell, ‘warts and all.’ 

“The finest thing written about my 
Johnson was a statement of the Bos- 
ton Herald. ‘No one can tell wheth- 
er the writer lives north or south.’ 


Question of Omission. 


“Now it does not follow that an 
impartial biography is a prosaic af- 
fair. The opposite is true, witness 
the modern debunking biography, more 
sought after than the latest novel. 
Though Ludwig, Strachey, Maurios 
and their kind are thoroughly impar- 
| tial, they are most interesting. For 
| example, Ludwig's Napoleon, Stra- 
chey's Victoria, Maurios’ Disraeli. The 
same must likewise be said of such 
American writers as Bradford, Er- 
skine and Beveridge. One reason for 
the modern biographer’s success is his 
utter indifference, his. search after 
new material and his pursuit of truth. 
This brings up the second question. 

“What material should he omit- 
ted?’ Nothing characteristic should be 
left out; but mere rumor and idle 
gossip have no place in a trustworthy 
biography. Scandal and falsehood 
have always bedogged the heels of the 
great, and they should not be embalmed 
in the literature of biographies. Once 
an illustrative fact is established, 
however, no matter how wicked, scan- 
dalous and sensational, it should be 
discussed and the result given to the 
public. 

“For example, a life of Byron would 
be incomplete if it failed to notice the 
oft-repeated charge of adultery with 
his half sister. A life of Blaine 
or Garfield should go into their deal- 
ings with the Credit Mobilier scan- 
dal. The author of Garfield's life, 
Professor Smith, of Williams, said to 
me that his attempt to vindicate Gar- 
field in the Credit Mobilier matter 
had set the eritics against him and 
given his book the black eye. 

“The critics, it must be said, are 
so busy they read little of a book 
except the introduction. For this 
reason more labor should be expended 
_on the introductory chapter than on 
'any other portion. 

False Emphasis. 

“Now a biographer may so select 
his facts as to give false emphasis 
to casnal matters, omitting the more 
weighty ones. Thus does he warp 
the subject out of proportion. Un- 
lder this head fall ‘The President's 
Daughter: recent lives of Washinz- 
ton and Henry Ware Beecher; ‘Meet 
General Grant.’ ‘true’ biographies. 
Surely the climax of Beecher's life 
{is not to be found in the letchery with 
i which Tilton charged him. Nor 
should we care to know of Washing- 
ton thet his teeth were false, and he 
drenched himself before retiring with 
doses of choligog. 

“Let me illustrate this point by ref- 
ence to my ‘Johnson.’ Very soon I 
ran into the question of his paternity. 
Was <Andrew' Johnson a_ bastard? 
Searching the Wake county, North 
Carolina, court records I] came across 
a marriage certificate. I was, there- 
fore, disposed to ignore the scandalous 
charge that he was begot by one of 
the famous Heywood family of Ra- 
leigh. But whithersoever I turned 
the charge confronted me and I could 
not ignore it. For example, Watter- 
son in his ‘Mars Henry’ spreads the 
libel over pages, and in Tennessee to 
this day they have affidavits that 
Johnson on his death-bed confessed he 
was the natural son of Judge John 
Heywood, chief justice of Tennessee. 
also constrained to consider the 
'eharge of drunkenness against John- 
ison and to array the evidence vn 
this point. 

“Now thus far some of you may 
agree with what I have said. Most 
_of you being modernists, however, 
‘will, I. fear. disagree—von will go 
further and insist that everything il- 
lustrative or not, should be published. 
If we can scracely agree on the first 
two points, on the third I am sure 
we shall disagree.

“*Free lands for free men’ was an 
early obsession, his plea as far back 
as 1850, even in a slave-cursed south. 
In behalf of the Union in 1861 he 
kept his seat in the senate, the only 
southern senator pursuing this course. 
Defying a hundred southern congress- 
men and the entire south, the indom- 
itable man sat in Washington, alone. 
In behalf of the constitution and of 
southern rights. from 1865 to 1869. 
as president, he defied a_ victorious 
north and vetoed seores of bills which 
would have Africanized Dixie. On the 
fourth of July. 1868. he ‘pardoned’ 
Robert FE. Lee. On the 25th of Decem- 
ber, 1868, he pardoned President Jef- 
ferson Davis. The fourteenth amend- 
ment and a defiant congress, however, 
rendered these pardons nugatory. For 
southern rights, under the constitution, 
Andrew Johnson sacrificed himself, 
lost the presidency and won immor- 
tality.

: WRON 


One thing we do not profess to be- 
lieve is that might makes right, though 
our protestations are not always in 
accord with our practice in regard to 
this. Politically we accept the will 
of the majority though we deem it a 
kind of duty to maintain an active mi- 
nority party in order to restrain the 
vicious propensities of the majority in 
power. No doubt a psychologist could 
reconcile the apparent incompatibilities 
and make one think all these things 
are exactly as they should be. But 
no psychologist can justify the atti- 
tude of right handed persons toward 
left handed persons, at least not in 
the mind of one who considers the 
inatter in the light of evolution— 
which is the only light we have on it. 

It happens that there is just one 


left handed person, naturally left 


handed, for every two dozen common , 


ordinary natural right handed persons. ! per”—which meant 


Left handed persons are then some- 
where between sergeants and lieuten- 
ants as to prevalence. (Lieutenants, 
by the way, are still leftenaunts in 
certain provinces.) Just because we 
have a safe majority over the lef- 
handed is a poor sort of reason for 
treating them condescendingly or as 
though they were abnormal... How do 
we get that way, in the first place? 

One cannot give this question of 
right or left-handedness much thought 
or study without finding himself fre- 
quently wondering why most of us 
happen to prefer the right hand, and 
why practically all of us prefer to go 
through life as one-armed individuals, 
so far as our every day acts of skill 
are conernd, 

Knowing and observing persons who 
for skil- 
ful use, one is constrained to think 
that right-handedness or left-handed- 
ness is a primitive habit and the sup- 
errace will be ambidextrous. 

Offhand I find I can write better 
with my right foot (I am right- 
handed) than with my left, but I 
feel positive that witha little daily 
practice I shall write as well or bet- 
ter with my left foot, and I am going 
to waste some time in the next few 
months practicing with my left foot. 
I have always preferred to hold a 
baseball bat as a left-handed batter 
does, though I bat right-handed. I 
have likewise preferred to hold a golf 
club as a_ left-handed’ golfer does, 
though I shoot right-handed, I never 
did learn to connect with the ball in 
baseball, but I am sure I would have 
batted better had they left me to hold 
the bat as I pleased. I have a notion 
there is some association between 
one’s vision and one’s aim that should 
not be interferred with. 

Two letters written by the same 
lady about a year apart lie before 
me. One would never suspect’ they 
had been written by the same person. 
The first is written right-handed; the 
second left-handed; one slants right, 
the other left; both are equally good 
writing, very good writing, in tact. 
This lady was a highly talented per- 
son, with a happy disposition and 
withall a great character; indeed she 
laid down her life cheerfully in order 
that her unborn child might live. Then 
I have another specimen of the hand- 
writing of an ambidextrous man, now 
nearly 8O; this man was for many 
years a newspaperman; he includes 
with his right-handed and left-handed 
writing a bit of mirror writing—you 
have to hold it to the mirror to read 
it. He cites half a dozen cases of 
native or natural left-handedness in 
his own family and his wife's family. 
His troubles began when he learned 
to write as a child—he wrote left- 
handed and backward (mirror writ- 
ing) until they forbade him to use the 
left hand. He has always had more 
skill in the use of the left hand for 
fine work. He has a daughter who 
is naturally left-handed and he saw to 
it that ber Jeft-handedness was not 
interferred with.

I am an Italian by birth, but I 
also am an American citizen and 
owe my education to our public 
schools. I don’t like your re- 
marks on Mussolini. He is the 
greatest man alive, and if you 
fully knew what Italy had to face 
after the close of the World War 
you would appreciate that he has 
saved Italy from chaos and pos- 
sibly bolshevism. 

I thank you for your letter, which 
IT have carefully read. Let us agree 
that Mussolini combines lofty ideals 
of patriotism and as much disinter- 
estedness as a despot can show with 
a tremendous practical capacity for 
public affairs. Let us further agree 
that his dictatorship has lifted your 
native land out of chaos and beyond 
impending bankruptcy. For these 
great services he deserves well of his 
nation and of the world. 

But history shows that the methods 
which solve a crisis cannot found a 
permanent government. They failed 
in the instances of Cromwell and of 
that infinitely less efficient usurper, 
Napeleon III.

Will you kindly give your 
definition of a free thinker. Has 
any free thinker really contrib- 
uted anything to social progress? 
This term is loosely applied to cer- 

tain non-conformist minds which re- 
fuse to march with the standardized 
groups of their day. It may also be 
used to indicate “thinkers” who are 
“free” only in the sense that they ig- 
nore the conditions which govern cor- 
rect thinking. Its stricter applica- 
tion, however, is to those who chal- 
lenge the orthodoxy of their time and 
wage verbal war upon its supporters. 
These intellectual Ishmaelites are fre- 
quently as intolerant as the tradition- 
alists they attack and exemplify the 
fact that the narrowness of liberal- 
ism is second to none in virulence, 
and is equally rife with the _ perils 
of contempt. 

Although some judgments of free 
thinking are immature, irrelevant, 
contrary or lacking in scholarly back- 
grounds, now a few men and women 
who profess it have filled a useful 
role. They flourish where conven- 


tional politics and religion are arro- 
gant and dictatorial. Their criticisms 
help to abolish the excrescences of seg- 
regated opinion and exclusive creeds. 
They compel the exponents of receiv- 
ed ideas to produce reasons for their 
claims and assumptions, 

They inject the spirit of inquiry 
into hidebound systems reliant upon 
mere authority. Honest and fearless 
advocates of the type of Samuel Tay- 
lor Coleridge, Freeborn Garretson, 
Thomas Huxley, Horace Bushnell and 
Henry Ward Beecher are not usually 
classified together. Yet they were 
alike in their courageous defiance of 
some current ideas and policies which 
had a stranglehold on_ civilization. 
They reversed the tendencies of church 
and state to social inertia and tyran- 
ny, dismissed dullness and banality 
and aided the progress of society in 
manifold and beneficial ways.

HOOVER WILL PROPOSE 
NO SPECIFIC FARM BILL 


Will Lend Aid To Measure 
Drawn by Leaders But 
Keep Hands Off. 


Washington, March 22.— (/) — 
President Hoover is ready to cooper- 
ate with the congressional committees 
in the formulation of a farm retief 


tion of a definite measure by himself 
would amount te an encroachment 
upon the prerogatives of congress, 

This word emanated from 
White House today about the time the 
representatives of the American Farm 
Burean Federation arriving here for 
the opening of farm relief hearings 
ealled for a presentation of the ad- 
ministration’s farm program to take 
place of the twice-vetoed McNary- 
Haugen bill. 

While Mr. Hoover will not propose 
an agricnuitural bill it was made known 
at the White House that he feels his 
views and the republican party's views 
on agricultural legislation were stated 
clearly in the last campaign, particu- 
larlv by himself in his address at Bt. 
Louis. 

Meanwhile, Arthur M. Hyde, the 
rew secretary of agriculture, notified 
the senate agriculture committee to- 
day that he was leaving the city and 
would be unable to meet its request 
for his appearance at the opening of 
hearings on Monday. He said he had 
to return home to arrange some per- 
sonal affairs. 

Want Hoover Plan. 


Congressional leaders have been hop- 
ing for a definite Hoover formula for 
farm relief. Learning that he would 
not undertake to draft a bill, they 
turned to Mr. Hyde and asked him to 
present the administration plan. 

Chairman McNary, of the senate 


agriculture committee, who issued the] 


invitation to Secretary Hyde, express- 
el pleasure tonight at the prospect of 
a working arrangement between con- 
gress and Mr. loover in the final 
formulation of -the new farm bill.

To Adopt ‘Hands Of?’ Policy 
With Diplomatic Liquor 


Customs Officials, Police 
and All Others Warned 
in Official Note From 
Department. 


Washington, March 22.—(#)—Fed- 
eral prohibition agents, customs offi- 
cials and local police were warned by 
the treasury department today that 
they must henceforth adopt a “hands- 
off’ policy where diplomatic liquor, 
accompanied by an accredited attache 
of an embassy, is being transported. 

The treasury confirmed the issu- 
ance of instructions to the proper au- 
thorities settling the question of just 
what requirements the foreign embas- 
sies and legations in Washington must 
comply with to make their liquor ship- 
ments free of police interference. 

iver since the Washington police 
seized 60 cases of liquer consigned to 
the Siamese legation last week while 
it was being transported by a private 
truck owner, the question of transpor- 
tation of embassy liquor by such pri- 
vate truckers expanded until it in- 
volved the state, treasury and justice 
departments. 

Out of the maze of technicalities re- 
lating to the procurement of proper 
customs waivers by the diplomats ex- 
pecting liquor shipments three impor- 
tant directions stand out in the treas- 
ury’s instructions. First, no permit 
may be lawfully issued for the trans- 
portation of intoxicating liquors by 
a diplomat; second, all liquors im- 
ported by diplomats should come into 
the port of Baltimore, and third, the 
ownership of the vehicle moving the 
liquor is not important, sjnce an ac- 
credited diplomat accompanying the 
vehicle would be in physical posses- 
sion of the shipment and since he is 
immune from arrest of molestation 
und the shipment under diplomatic im- 
munity is free from search or seizure, 
uny officer who should arrest the dip- 
lomat or disturbs the liquor after 
proper identification would be liable 
to severe penalties, ; 

Embassies Elated. 

The final settlement of the question 

was received by the embassies and le- 
gations with elation, The happiest 
of the Washington diplomats were 
those who have “liquor shipments, or- 
dered before the Siamese incident, on 
the high seas and who did not know 
just exactly how they were going to 
get their cargoes from Baltimore to 
Washington without police interfer- 
ence, 
Two of. the best known ambassa- 
dors to the United States, on being 
informed several days ago that their 
shipments would arrive in Baltimore 
within a week, immediately appealed 
to the state department to find a way 
out of their difficulties. 

The state department then reiterated 
that the diplomats could carry the li- 
guor from Baltimore in their own 
ears with complete immunity, but in 
many instances, private automobiles 
were found unsuitable for transporta- 
tion of shipments. Later the state de- 
partment togk the position that a 
truck, if driven by an accredited at- 
tache of the embassy, would be im- 
mune from seizure. The treasury's 
instructions apparently eliminate‘ the 
necessity of a diplomat actually driv- 
ing the truck, since his accompanying 
the shipment could be constrned to 
constitute “physical possession’ As 
Seenevibed by the department's direc- 
tions. 

Therenever has been any question 
of the rights of the diplomats to im- 
port whatever. liquor they may desire 
for their private uses. This right is 
a centuries-old one established by dip- 
lomatic custom. After the Siamese 
ineident, however, the foreign missions 
desired to know just what the legal 
requirements were that they must 
comply with to move their liquor and 
the treasury’s instructions apparently 
have settled the vexing questions.

17,000 Forest Fires in Year 
Reported by B. M. Luf- 


burrow.

Timber valued at more than $5,- 
000,000 was destroyed in Georgia in 
1928 by forest fires, according to | 
statement issued Friday by B. M. 
Lufburrow, state forester. | 

Twenty-two per cent of the forest || 
land of the state is estimated to have 
been burned over as a result of about 
17,000 forest fires occurring in 1928. 
Of the 23,000,000 acres of forest land 
in the state, over 5,000,000 were burn- 
ed over at an estimated damage of a} 


dollar or more an acre. 
more encouraging report from 

the office of the state forester is that 
1,500,000 acres of Georgia forests have 
been put under fire protection through 
formation of timber protective organi- 
zations with their established fire 
towers, patrol service, fire breaks, etc. 
On this protected area only 196 fires 
broke out. These fires were confined 
to 22,000 acres, or to one and a half 
per cent, as compared to 22 per cent 
on the unprotected area, according to 
the records. 

The cost of fire protection of the) 
timber protective organizations, includ- | 
ing initial costs of towers, equipment 
and personnel, according to the ae 
ords, varies but averaged in 1928 
about 8 cents per acre. This will be | 
considerably less, it is stated, after | 
first costs have been covered,

Jockey Cul- 
linan, who rode the Baltimore jumper 
into ‘second place last year, trailing 
Tipperary Tim, another 100-to-1 win- 
ner, remounted and pursued the field. 
but Billy Barton fell again a moment 
later and was out of the race. 

The last view that the vast crowd 
of more than 500,000 had of the gal- 
lant American jumper was when Billy 
Barton stood riderless, but with ears 
erect and nostrils distended, looking 
at the jumps ahead and pawing the 
turf, eager to go on. 


Makes Great Effort. 


Carrying top weight, Easter Hero 
made a great effort and was ridden 
out to the last by Jockey Maloney. 
The Whitney horse had been backed 
down to 9 to 1, and until the end the 
crowd kept up the cry: 

“Easter Hero wins it.” 

But Cregalach, which carried only 
158 pounds and received a_ splendid 
ride by Jockey Everett, a tall bronzed 
youngster who has’ been riding pro- 
fessionally less than a year, had the 
speed of foot on the tired favorite in 
the stretch. 

Passing Easter Hero two obstacles 
from the finish, Mrs. Gemmell's big 
chocolate gelding went on to win easily 
by six lengths.

Wright’s Stort broke its neck at one 
of the jumps, its jockey receiving a 
slight concussion of the brain. 

The victory of Gregalach rewarded 
Mrs. Gemmell with a purse of ap- 
proximately $65,000, and saved the 
elated bookmakers hundreds of thon- 
sands of pounds. A victory for Easter 
Hero would have ruined many a layer 
Comparatively little money was wager- 
ed on the winner, as its price of 100 
to 1 testifies.
